.Mr.  George  Harvest,  minister  of  Tliames 
Ditl.in,  was  one  of  tbe  mo.st  abaen'  men  of  liia 
tliiu- ; he  was  a lover  of  good  eating,  almost  to 
gl  iltony  ; and  was  further  rcmaikablc  as  a 
ereat  fiaherman  ; very  negligent  in  bia  dress, 
and  a believer  in  ghosts.  In  Ins  yoiiib  be  was 
contracted  to  a daughter  of  tbe  bishop  of  I/in- 
d .n ; but  on  hia  wedding  day,  being  gudgeon 
fisli  ng,  be  ovrrs'.iid  the  ci.r.onical  b'>ur,  and 
the  lady,  justly  efieiided  at  bis  neghet,  broke 
ofl'  the  m.itcli.  He  bad  at  that  time  an  estate 
of  3Ul)/.  per  annum,  but,  from  inattention  and 
absence,  siifl’ered  Ins  servants  to  run  him  in 
debt  «i  nnicb,  that  it  was  soon  spent.  It  is 
said  that  his  maid  frequently  gave  balls  to  her 
friends  and  fellow -servants  of  the  neighbor- 
hood  : and  persuaded  her  inaster  that  the  noise 
he  heard  was  the  effect  of  wind. 

In  the  latier  part  of  bis  life  no  one  would 
lend,  or  let  him  a horse,  as  lie  frequently  lost
